HOW 1T 18 MADE.

The renr of the mnaohine 12 & large platform
onr on low whoels, flsnged to Ot the rmls, On
this is bullt a high ekeleton framo o hold the
machinery and support the forward (rame.
From 1bis frame and rear car projects another
heovy frame, ns long as an ordinary freight car,
and proleeting like » nose, Oue end of this nose
Is attached by hionges to the solld frame, and the
other rests on 8 low platiorm truck, o form
and sbape like a railrond foar-wheelod hand.
truck. The outline ol the mschine, then, |s
that of the centre and one eénd of & wooden
truss bridge, the reur truss aud foor having
been cat away.  In the centre of the main p'at-
form is an engloe and boller of twenty to thirly
horve power—we forget the exnct figure, This
works the whole apparatus, First it propels the
oar by making drivers of the main wheels; next
it conveys power st the same specd (o au endless
chaln running sronnd the concave wheels of the
forward truck. The object of these endless
chalns is Lo supply an  endless truck over the
loose ties as thes are thrown to the ground,
and before they bhave recmved the fron, The
chain rails answer the double purpose of suse
talnine the track, aod giving 0 an even Lewme
wiy 1o riu over, and of gripping the tes and
pressing them somewhat into the loose soil.

Uverhead, on the top of the square frame of
the main car, 15 a platiorm for the pilol, Btand.
ipg there he enn see the stokes abead, and kecp
the machine true 1o its airection should any
irregulariiy in the road make it diverge night or
loft. Ip making s curve be onn give the exuct
dircetion to the forward truck which will cor-
respond with the radius of the curves given him
by the civil enpgimeer of the road, When he
reaches the point where the enginecr’s stake

shows & chunge of grndient he can depress or
radse the forward [rame to sult the change if
necessary,

HOW 17 18 WORKED.

We w1 go back some distance, and approach
the machine with the supply ears, and deseribho
the mode o! huondling raus, ties, and cliwirs, Al
the nearest giding to the i]uu-:u where the triacks
layer i¢ at work, a number of frelght ears are
stationed, each loaded with twenty-four rails,
120 ties, and a corresponding number ol chairs

In
the renr of the track-layer, and attached to |4,
are three empty platform cars, When the sapply
train touches Lhe construction tram a stout ropo
attached to a drom at the top of the track-laver
frame is carried ait 1o the rear of the first load
of rails and ties.

While they are doing this they stand on an
overhanging portion of the platform, and at the
same time a third man I8 Uxing a chair on the
forward end of the rall,  They lower the rail to
Its plage agninst the last chalr., The man stu-
tioned st the forward end holds on to fall of
b pulley, after the one In the year has lot go,
and the fatter steps off the platform, fits it %y
hand, and holds what is teﬁhulr-nliy called a
shin<na thin plate of metal five inches long, ohe
and  onedlghth  inch  wide, and three-
eighths ol an inch thick, which he places
belween the butts of the ralls and holds there
until the forwetd man-the one who put the
cbalr on the rall before 1t was lowered—
has struck 1t home with his sledge. The
object of the shin is to pluce soine substance
which, while hard enough to steady the rail, will
yet yield before the pressure camsed by the
elopgalion of the metal by heat.

Lill, through the tuunel, and soross marsh and
prairie, one stoul young laborer, Charles Zim-
merman by nane, bas ruuT'hI, Hited, aud
turned every tle that has been luid on the road,
end he is prond of i1, Hie great ambition 18 to
handle every tie between Vallgjo and Bacras
mento, It 18 an arduous task. Railroad
men kvow how many ties it takes o la
three quarters of a mile of a road, a duy's wor
often  done by the machine, aud these
particular ties wvary in weight from seventy-
tive to one hundred and twenty pounds,
according Lo sensoning, and some of them reach
140 and 160 pounds. BSharp eyes as well as stout
muscles are needed, for the endless chain de-
livers them fast, and a moment's hesitation
might cause s broken thigh; as it 15, Zimwer-
man’s fingers get trapped now and then, We
may 8ay, however, here, that not a single acoi-
dent to lile, limb, or joint has ooccurred, One
man’s foot wns hurt so much as to lay him up
for three weeks, aud one had his fingors badly
gqueezéd: but both recovered and went back to
work., Yet to stand by the machine when
workiog, aod see won wised vp with beavy
material, ench us ralls and ties, ranning forwnreds
literally at railrord speed, givesat the appedr-
ance of o very daugerone employment to those
concerned,
HAFDLING THE RAILS,

When the ties are once thrown to the groand
in front of the track-layer they are done wilh;
the machine grips them, We will, therefore, go
back to the ralls and describe the method of
bondling them. When the four men on the
freight truck next the engine have thrown off
the last tie, the whole concern stops. We timed
one of these stoppages, snd we will describe
what took place iu two minutes and Lweoty
seconds—thie time which elapsed between the
stoppuge ol the machine nud the next stace of
the work, when uone of the men knew there
was any partigular reason for huerying, Two ol
the four men pick uparoa Jevers from Lhe rear
of the track-luyer—its plutiorm 1s the resting-
pluce for all tools Lhat are temporarily lnid out
of hand—and cach goes to the rear end of on2
of the piles of twelve ralls oo 1ollers; the other
takes a sledge and goides the rollers.
